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A DISCOURSE, &c. 


My Chriſtian Friends, 


W E are indebted, under God, to thoſe 
that are in authority, and to- the free and equal 
government, which they adminiſter, for the 
continued enjoyment of our invaluable civil and 
religious privileges. From the ruins of the 
old confederation, has ariſen the excellent fabric 
of our preſent Federal Conſtitution, which, for 
its wiſe conſtruction and great advantages, com- 
mands the admiration of the world, eſtabliſhes . 
among us, liberty with order, and gives us an 
important and diſtinguiſhed rank among- the 
other Nations of the earth, 

Without government, no nation or ſaaiary 
can exiſt ; without its neceſſary and effectual 
reſtraints, the paſſions of men, gaining an aſcen- 
dant influence over reaſon and the rules of mo- 
rality, would ſpread univerſal anarchy, ruin and 
miſery over the world. The eſtabliſhment and 
execution of juſt and equal laws are eſſential to 
the peace and ſafety, the liberty and happineſs 
both of individuals, and nations. They arreſt 
the rapacious arm of injuſtice; they reſtrain 


the corrupt and ferocious paſſions, and ſuppreſs 
the

the rebellion, of the diſobedient; they protect 
the lives and property of the virtuous and peace- 
able, and ſecure to the whole, the enjoyment 
of their juſt rights. 

Civil government, which has juſt and equal 
liberty for its foundation and object, allows to 
each individual, every privilege, except that 
of injuring others, of violating that which is 
right, or of exhibiting examples pernicious to 
the welfare and peace of ſociety. And theſe 
neceſſary reftraints are enjoined upon man, by 
the laws of nature, in order to ſecure and pre- 
ſerve the proper (enjoyment of liberty; and 
without theſe reſtrictions, liberty at once loſes 
its name and degenerates either into licenciouſ- 
meſs or tyranny. 

The great officers of a republican govern- 
ment, when prudent and faithful in its admin- 
iſtration, become inſtrumental, in ſpreading eve- 
ry where among its free ſubjects, the bleſſings 
of ſocial order, peace and ſecurity, and in lead- 
ing them onward, to proſperity and glory. 

The preſent flouriſhing and happy ſtate of 
our country, under the adminiſtration of the 
national government, has ſuggeſted the above 
remarks, teſtifies to their truth, and renders it 
highly fit and proper, in compliance with the 
requeſt of our civil Fathers, publicly to make 
our moſt fervent and grateful acknowledg- 
ments'to the Supreme Ruler of nations, for the 
beneficent inſtruments of our common -proſper- 
ity, and to devote this day, to thankſgiving and 
prayer, Agreeably 
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ly to this deſign, and as the ground 
of the following obſervations, I have made 
choice of part of St. Paul's addreſs unto Timo- 
thy, in his farft Epiſtle, 24 chapter, 1ſt and 
2d verſes. 

& 7 exhort therefore that firſt of all, ſupplica- 
#tons, prayers, intercefions aud giving of thanks 
be made for all men. | 

« For kings and for all that are in authority, 


that we may lead a quiet and peaceable life in all 


godlineſs and honey. 

In leading your minds into ſome ſuitable 
thoughts, on this occaſion, it may be neceſſary 
1. To beſtow ſome remarks on the general 
import and extent of 'the duty contained in 
this exhortation. And, 2. Conſider and apply 
the reaſons, or motives, which recommend 
and enforce it. | 

This exhortation unites the exerciſes of 
thankſgiving and prayer, and enjoins, that they 
be made for all men, and eſpecially for kings and 


all in authority. Supplicution, prayers and in- 


terceſſions, are terms ſimilar in their import and 
ſignification, and may be conſidered as uſed by 
the Apoſtle merely to give energy and ſtrength 
to his expreſſion, when inculcating a duty that 
is indiſpenſable. They equally imply an earn- 


eſt and devout addreſs unto God for the avert- 


ing his judgments, and the obtaining his mer- 
cies, and combine in ſetting forth the duty of 
commending ourſelves and others to his divine 
benediction, of imploring the guardian care of 
his

his beneficent providence, and of being ſolicit- 
ous for the welfare and proſperity of civil gov- 
ernment, in order that we might continue qui- 
etly and peaceably to enjoy our privileges both 
civil and religious. 

As civil rulers are particularly mentioned in 
the exhortation, of conſequence, we are directed 
to preſent the addreſs more eſpecially in their 
behalf, | 

This exhortation comports with the duty 
enjoined us, on this day, to accompany our 
thankſervings for the bleſſings wwe experience, 
with devout ſupplications for their continuance. 

The proclamation recommends to us, to offer 
up fervent prayers and thankſgivings for the 
whole family of mankind, as well as for the 
ſingular privileges and mercies of our own 
favoured land. And while prayer and giving 
of thanks are to be made for all men, our inter- 
ceſſions and pious gratitude are to be offered up, 
in an eſpecial manner for thofe that are in aul ho- 
rity, and for the national govern:nent, which 
ſecures to us theſe invaluable bleſſings. Civil 
government is an ordinance of God; tis eſſen- 
tial to the exiſtence of ſociety, and the righ- 
teous officers thereof are deſigned 7o be i min- 
ers for good unto his people. And when they 
anſwer the beneficent purpoſe of their appoint- 
ment to office, their conſtituents have abundant 
reaſon for devout thankſgivings unto the Su- 
preme Ruler of nations, «oho guides the prudent 
in council, and gives a propitious direction to 

the 
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4 the affairs of ſtates and kingdoms. Tis an in- 


1 ſtance of the divine benevolence, that govern- | 
* ing powers are ordained for the ſupport and 

happineſs of human ſociety ; and ſince by the | 
| adminiſtration of our civil rulers, we enjoy great | 
* quietneſs, and many worthy deeds are done to this | 
ir nation by their providence, lit our duty, to accept | 


it always, and in all places, with all thankfulneſs. | 
| The unequal beſtowment of mental talents, 3% 
id | and external proſperity, naturally tends to pro- 4 
duce diſtinctions and ſubordinations among | 
mankind ; and while laws are eſſential to the 
ſecurity of their enjoyments, there will be a 
neceſſity for ſome to govern, and others to 
w obey. | 
But unhappily ſuch are the corruption, pride 
and ambition of the human heart, that they, who 
8 are elevated to the poſſeſſion and exerciſe of 
power over others, are liable to abuſe it, and 


5 make it ſubſervient to their own aggrandize- 
4 ment. Hence has originated the deſpotiſm of 
U kings and prices, and the ſlavery and oppreſ- 
fions of their ſubjects. Hence have ariſen the A 
5 . tyranny and cruelties of ariſtocratic and demo- 1 


cratic power. And hence it is, that the belt | 
forms of government become corrupted and 
* their ſpirit and laws perverted, by ambitious rul- 
ers, who are unduly avaricious of power over 
others, and who, by the means of force, intrigue, C| 
or faction, uſurp authority and dominion. 

A republican. form of government is un- 
doubtedly the beſt calculated to ſecure and pre- 

ſerve 
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ſerve the freedom and juſt rights of a people, 
and the leaſt in danger of being corrupted by 
its adminiſtrators: Still it may happen, that they, 
who are inveſted with its authority, may be- 
come more tenacious of the rights and 

advantages of their ſtation, than of thoſe of 
their conſtituents. They may fancy that their 


ſation inveſts them with the uncontrolable. 


right of compelling obedience in all caſes what- 
ever, 

Power, like every other privilege, may be 
abuſed, or imprudently exerciſed by its poſſeſ- 
ſors, and occaſion juſt uneaſineſs among the 
people, and involve them in the horrors of civil 
war, But when the great officers of a republi- 
can government become the guardians of the 
people's rights, and the beneficient inſtruments 
of their proſperity, by averting dangers, and 


continuing their — their conſtituents 
on 


have abundant re for the moſt fervent 


thankſgivings and praiſe. | 

The apoſtolic exhortation before us, reminds 
us alſo, that kings are to be remembered in our 
intereeſſions. The primitive chriſtians, who 
were interſperſed among nations, over whom 
kings and emperors reigned,were more immedi- 
ately intereſted than we are, in the diſcharge of 
this part of the duty. The reaſon however, 
for which it was recommended to them, in ſome 
meaſure, 'recommends it to us, viz. that we 
might peaceably and quietly enjoy our rights 
and privileges, without being moleſted by 


them. 
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them. As the ſpirit of true liberty is the moſt 


formidable enemy that kings have to fear, fo 
tis natural for them to combine to arreſt its 
progreſs, conſequently nations that are free are 
always liable to be invaded and cruſhed by them. 
The enlightening and powerful energy of opin- 
ion is more to be dreaded by them, than exter- 
nal force. Fleets and armies inſtead of becom- 
ing an object of their fear, only ſerve to cheriſh 
their luſt of dominion and conqueſt, and to 
feed their ambition and rapacity. In general 
they delight in war, eſpecially when there is a 
proſpect of encreaſing or extending their deſpo- 
tic power, and ſovereignty. Hiſtory ſcarcely 
acquaints us with any wars, which have not 
been inſtigated by Kings, or in which they have 


not readily come in for a ſhare. Nimrod aroſe 
to his power and dominion, by invading the 
rights of his neighbours, and the ſame diſpoſi- 
tion has diſcovered itſelf in moſt: of his ſucceſ- 


ſors. As they are always ready to embrace 


every opportunity, to extend their power and 


dominions, and as their hearts. are in the hands 


'of God, xwbo can turn them as the rivers of water 
are turned ; ſo we are to commend them unto 


Him, that he would diſpoſe them to be merci- 


ful and juſt to their on ſubjects, and eſpe- 


cially to deſiſt from their iniquitous combina- 
tions againſt the peace, the liberty and rights of 
others. 
The deſtruction of the French Republic is 
now the favourite and eager object of the pow- 
B erful 
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erful Deſpots and Princes of Europe, who have 
entered into an infamous confederacy to effect 
it. Should they become ſucceſsful in this un- 
juſt and iniquitous deſign, it does not require 
the ſpirit of prophecy to predict, what will be 
their next attempt. They will make a power- 
ful exertion to extirpate the principle of equal 
überty from the globe, leſt its exiſting ſpirit 
ſhould again revive and finally triumph over 
the ruins of all deſpotic and oppreſſive govern- 
ment. The wretched fate of Poland ſhows 
what would be that of France, yea, America alſo, 
ſhould deſpotiſm become triumphant. Each 
Deſpot would be eager to fend his troops to 
take their ſhare in the general ſcramble and 
plunder. , 
There can be nothing more unjuſt or atro- 
cious, than the preſent confederacy of Eu- 
ropean Powers againſt France. If the domeſ- 
tic government of families and individuals be 
univerſally acknowledged to be facred, what 
juſtifiable reaſon can there be offered for one 
nation to interfere in the internal concerns of 
another? Has not every nation an equal right 
to form and eſtabliſh its own laws and govern- 
ment? Or are the rights of nations leſs ſacred, 
than thoſe of individuals? | Surely no. If 
a foreigner ſhould come into one of your fam- 
| n and in an inſolent and hoſtile manner, in- 
terfere in the concerns of your houſehold, 
ſhould endeavour to overturn your family 
government, and in its ſtead, give you ſuch 
laws 
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laws as he pleaſed ; would not the warmeſt 
active indignation at ſuch iniquitous, conduct 
be juſtifiable ? Would not ſuch intruſion be 
condemned and reprobated by every friend of 
order and juſtice ?. Surely then the combina- 
tion of deſpotic princes, to invade; and give 
laws and government, by force, to a nation en- 
gaged in the cauſe of liberty and juſtice, is not 
leſs reprehenſible. Such kings and deſpots, as 
they are capable of reformation, are on that ac- 
count the ſubjects of our prayers, and there- 
fore we are to remember them, in our inter- 
ceſſions. 

But conſidering the exhortation of the text, 
as particularly to be applied, to ourſelves, our 
interceſſions are to be accompanied with devout 
thankſgiving for thoſe that are in authority over 
us, our national government and the great of- 
ſicers of it. 

The federal government is undoubtedly to 
be conſidered as the foundation of all our po- 
litical enjoyments and bleſſings. It was fram- 
ed by the collected wiſdom of our country, 


and is conſidered by thoſe who are viewed as 


judges, to be as perfect a form as the world has 
yet ever ſeen. For this inſtrument of our na- 
tional freedom, proſperity and happineſs, our 
public, devout thanſgivings and prayers are to 
be made, 

The worthy and ſkilful officers and manag- 
ers of it, who have hitherto ſo prudently and 
wiſely adminiſtered it, are eſpecially to have an 
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intereſt ir our gratitude and interceſſions, on 
this day, to the Supreme Governour of nations; 
our pious and grateful acknowledgments for 
theſe public inſtruments of our bleſſings, will 
be a good evidence of the ſincere thankfulneſs 
of our hearts, to him who is the Great Author of 
them. | 

Hence I proceed to the 2d part of our ſub- 
ject, to conſider and apply the reaſons or mo- 
tives, by which the Apoſtle recommends and 
enforces the duty, which are, that wwe may lead a 
quiet and peaceable life in all godlineſs and honeſty. 

The reaſons or motives ſuggeſted here, are 
two; one taken from the conſideration of the 
enjoyment of the bleſſing of peace ; the other, 
from that of the advancement of piety and vir- 
tue. | 

\ Iſt, That the enjoyment of the bleſſing of 
peace may be continued, 1s a powerful motive to 
this duty. 

The continuance of this greateſt and beft of 
bleſſings, both in an external and domeſtic 
view, is owing, under divine providence, to the 
prudence and wiſdom of our rulers, in conduct- 
ing our political and commercial intereſts. The 
wars or peace of nations are, in a great meaſure, 
dependent on thoſe in authority. They lead the 
great affairs of ſtates and kingdoms, and be- 
come inſtrumental in producing war, or in ef- 
fecting and continuing peace. 

Had it not been for the ſkilful and prudent 
management of the great officers of our nation- 

al 
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al government, in all probability, we ſhould 
have been plunged, before this time, into all the 
horrors of the preſent war in Europe. They 
firmly oppoſed and defeated an iniquitous con- 
federacy both of foreign influence and domeſtic 
faction. They exhibited unexampled patience 
and forbearance under the moſt wanton en- 
croachments upon our rights and property at 
home and abroad, by European deſpoilers and 
by the enemy of the wilderneſs. Amidſt ma- 
ny unprovoked infults and invaſions, the Mem- 
bers of Congreſs have conducted with unrivalled 
wiſdom and moderation. Had they been haſ- 
ty to manifeſt even a juſt indignation and re- 
ſentment towards the agents or inſtigators of 
ſuch unjuſtifiable conduct, war would inevita- 
bly have been the iſſue, and they would thus 
have facrificed the peace, yea the blood of our 
country, to the feelings of the moment. Here 
E cannot forbear to mention, that the {kill and 
prudence, the firmneſs and moderation of our 
beloved WAs HIN G TON, diſplayed both in coun- 
eil and in conduct, were as unexceeded in the 
management and guidance of the affairs of our 
nation, through this difficult period, as they had 
been heretofore, in obtaining for us the victory 
in the field. By ſuch wiſdom and forbearance, 
we have hitherto been exempted and ſheltered 
from the dreadful thunder and tempeſt of a war, 
which has ſpread its horrors and devaſtations 
far and wide in the faireſt part of Europe. By 
ſuch management the late formidable inſurrec- 

tion 
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tion in one of the ſiſter ſtates has been happily 
ſuppreſſed without the ſhedding of kindred 
blood. By ſuch means, our neighbours of the 


vilderneſs are conſenting to terms of friendſhip 


and peace; and by ſuch means, the remon- 
ſtrances and negociations of an Envoy extraor- 


dinary at the Court of England, have been ſuc- 


ceſsful, and iſſued in an amicable treaty. 

Thus the benign ſpirit of peace and tranquil- 
lity has been every where cheriſhed and care- 
fully preſerved by the friends of our Country, 
and is daily becoming more and more perma- 
nent among us, under their beneſicent exertions. 
Thus our favoured land has now become a 
happy aſylum for all the perſecuted and unfor- 
tunate of other nations, and invites them from 
overy part of the contending globe, to come to 
its peaceful ſhores, and enjoy liberty with order, 
and have none to moleſt them. In this reſpec, 


what a contraſt do we make with moſt all oth- 


er nations of the earth] In viewing the calam- 
ities of - other nations, our preſent condition af- 


fords much matter of conſolation and ſati faction. 


The contraſt of our preſent condition is a ſtate 
of war, into which many other countries are 
now involved. War is the greateſt ſcourge and 
calamity that can befal a nation. Among the 
numerous evils that are ſent to afflict and de- 
{troy mankind, there is not one that can be 
named, ſo dreadfully eſſicacious and horrid, as 
that of war. Its path is always marked with 
the blood of thouſands, and ruin and delolation 
\ follow 
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follow in its train. And they who exert em- 
ſelves to prevent ſuch a calamity muſt be conſi- 
dered among the true friends of juſtice and hu- 
manity. 

He that caſts an eye over Europe, and 
beholds what ſlaughter, diſtreſs and deſolation, 
the preſent war has already occaſioned, muſt be 
a ſtranger to the emotions of compaſſon and 
benevolence, not to deplore and weep over its 
ravages and horrors. How many millions have 
already been ſlain in the field! What countleſs 
numbers, maſſacred in cool blood! How many 
thouſands, whole habitations and property be- 
ing laid waſte; have been forced into forlorn and 
diſtreſſing exile ! What deſtruction to the trea- 
ſures of nature ! What ravages among the rich- 
ly monuments of art! That our country has 
hitherto” been exempted from ſuch calamities 
and diſtreſs, is owing, under God, to the men 
and meaſures of our national government, 7 
thoſe that are in authority over us, for whom our 
thankigivings and prayers are to be offered up, 
on this feſtive day, to the Supreme Ruler of the 
World. 

2d. The other reaſon or motive, by which 
this duty is recommended, is the further ad- 
vancement of piety and virtue. Under the 
continued enjoyment of peace, we are to become 
exemplary in all godlineſs and hongſiy. Peace and 
proſperity are to be made ſubſervient to the 
great intereſts of religion and morality. 

Without 
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Without the prineiples and rules of religion 
and morality, a republican government would 
ſoon fall into ruin. Godlineſs alone can pre- 
vent the arrogance of proſperity, or the wanton 
abuſe of liberty, and give proper ſubjection, 
order and tranquillity, to the great body of a free 
people. The characters of the great officers of 


government, therefore; ſhould ever be eminent- 


ly marked with-the-commanding influence and 
effects of eſtabliſhed principles of religion. And 
tis with pleaſure, I can remark, that the proc- 
lamation for the religious obſervance of this 
day, is fraught with ample evidence, that the 


.ihtereſts of piety and morality, have a ſhare 


among the important concerns of our national 


rulers. It ſolemnly enjoins piety to God, and 


the ſacred obſervance of thoſe principles and pre- 
cepts which chriſtianity inculeates. And while 
our government and rulers ſecure to us the en- 
joyment of our religious privileges, and enjoin 


a diligent and faithful improvement of them, it 
highly becomes us to exhibit to the world, an 


eminent example of godlne/s and honeſty. 
Religion is the only ſafeguard of a free peo- 


ple, and they who diſregard its principles, or 
manifeſt a diſpofition or conduct that tends to 
leſſen a veneration for the deity, are eſſentially 
unqualiſied to be at the head of government. 
That men deſtitute of religion, or the fear of 
God, are unſit to lead and govern the import- 


ant affairs of nations, We have a recent and un- 
happy example in the late rulers of France, in 
her 
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her revolution. Liberated from the ſhackles 
of the groſſeſt ſuperſtition, it might have been 
expected, that the French would have fallen 
into the other extreme, and become religious 
enthuſiaſts. But that the leaders of the revo- 
lution ſhould reject all religion, even its firſt 
principles, the being and attributes of God, 
which the light of nature inculcates on the 
rudeſt Pagan, is a matter that may well excite 
the aſtoniſhment of the world. 

Conſidering death as an eternal ſleep, and re- 
jecting the belief of a God and every religious 
principle, they let the people looſe from eve- 
ry reſtraint, and prepared them for every ſpe- 
cies of injuſtice, wickedneſs and abomination. 
Having no fear of God before their eyes, and 
conſequently no check to the blind fury of their 
ferocious paſſions, they became totally uncon- 
ſcientious in their conduct towards their fellow 
creatures. Though Robeſpiere, (whoſe name 
will be execrated, through all ſucceeding gene- 
rations, by every friend of humanity and juſ- 
tice,) inculcated the principles of religion and 
morality ; yet being at the headof a ſanguinary, 
factious party, whoſeruling influence occaſioned 
thoſe ſhocking enormities which have ſtained 
the French Revolution, he could not have been 
that friend to the intereſts of religion and vir- 
tue, which he wiſhed the world to believe him. 
He aſſumed that religious, hypocritical appear- 
ance as a ſhelter and covering for his iniquity 
and abominations. What unjuſt executions ! 
what horrid maſſacres ! what dreadful effuſion 
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of human blood were occaſioned by him! The 
humane and benevolent mind is ſtruck with 
horror at the bare repreſentation of that awful 
ſcene of carnage, murder and death, which 
marked the reign of this bloody tyrant, This 
infamous Robeſpeire and his party, cauſed ſome 
of the firſt men of ſcience among the French, 
both in philoſophy and politicks, to be put to 
death, and occaſioned the loſs or murder of ma- 
ny of the beſt generals of the French army, In 
ſhort, he aimed at the ſupreme ſovereign power 
over the people, and determined to cut down 
all in his way and every one that obſtructed his 
progreſs to it. And had he obtained his object, 
he would have become the greateſt tyrant the 
world ever ſaw, and would have ruled France 
with a rod of iron. But in mercy to the 
French, he was arreſted in his horrid career, 
and met the fate he had long deſerved. Since 
his fall, the affairs of France, under the manage- 
ment of the more rational, moderate and virtue 
ous, have aſſumed a new and more pleaſing aſ- 
pect. Rational liberty and humanity now be- 
gin to triumph in that much afflicted country, 
and order to ariſe out & confuſion. They be- 
gin to trace back the groùnd they had to haſtily 
and imprudently gone er, to acknowledge the 
being and providence\of God, and to inculcate 
the principles of religlon and the rules of mo- 
rality. In this cauſe af civil and religious lib- 


erty we heartily wiſh them ſucceſs ; we with 

them peace, religion, ahd a free, equal and offi- 

cient government. y the experiment they 
have 
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have tried, be to them, a convincing proof, that 


religion and virtue are the ſole foundation and 
ſecurity of order, liberty and happineſs to a Re- 
public, 

What cauſe have we for thankſgiving and 
praiſe, that we have hitherto been protected from 
fuch dangers andcalamities, and that we have ce 
at the head of our national government, who is 
the confidence and boaſt of his country, the 
admiration and envy of the world, and whoſe 
life and character are replete with thoſe perſon- 
al and chriſtian virtues which manifeſt his real 
veneration for religion, and warrant his future 
fidelity in guarding the people's rights, And 
may our devout chankſgivings and prayers be 
united for all rhat are in authority over us, that 
we may continue o lead a quiet and peaceable 
life in all godlineſs and honeſty, 

We can hardly remember the time, when 
our county has been more flouriſhing and ꝓroſ- 
perous, than it is at preſent, under the foſtering 
care of our civil rulers ; and its encrealing 
wealth, its riſing credit and glory, the rank it 
holds among the nations of the earth, and the 
proſperity of all claſſes of citizens, are a pleaſing 
teſtimony of the benign and propitious influ- 
ence, of the government which they adminiſ- 
ter. It ſecures to us peace, liberty and happi- 
neſs at home, and reſpectability abroad; and 
we exhibit an example of cnlightened freedom, 
ſocial order, and growing proſperity to all 
the nations of the world. Being thus pecu- 
harly diſtinguiſhed, and ſingularly favoured by

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Heaven, i it becomes us, to be eminent and exern- 
plary in all godlinefs an hong. | | | 
May a deep ſenſe of gratitude be impreſſed 
on all our hearts, and evitced * by a correſ- 
ponderit conduct as citizens and as men.” May 
we practiſe that univerſal” righteouſneſs, which 
exalteth and rendereth a nation ſecure and hap- 
„ May we become firmly eſtabliſhed in 
the kabits of ſobriety, order, morality and pie- 
ty” as tlie only ſale and briſhaken foundation of 
a Republic; am may all the bleſſings we poſ- 


ſefs or aſk for ouffeſsel be f peedily imparted to 


the whole family of mankind.” For this pur- 
poſe may all governments, that are oppreſſive 
to mank id, be demoliſhed, and make way for 
the uniyerſal prevalence and eſtabliſhment of 
the kingdom and government of Chriſt. May 
civil and religious liberty become every where 


triumphant, and the laws of chriſtianity become
